Those  who  have  studied  the  history  of 
the  dozen  or  so  “Hard  Times”  periods  of  depression  that  have  occurred  in 
the  past  154  years  of  our  history  as  a nation  will  understand  that  better 
times  and  prosperity  are  as  certain  to  follow  as  does  morning  light  the 
darkness  of  the  night.
